Response to Amendment 
In response to the amendment filed 7/27/2004, claims 30-32 and 53-55 are amended and 
claims 56-61 are added. Claims 30-48 and 50-61 are pending. 



Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 30-48 and 50-61 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons 
for allowance: 

Regarding the independent claims, there is not taught or disclosed in the prior art a CO2 
slab laser including at least two electrodes extending axially into a tubular housing and axially 
overlapping one another, where the electrodes are supported in a stationary or one piece 
relationship with a respective resonator mirror so that the electrodes with said mirrors are 
adjustable relative to each other.
